‘First Deliveries Are Made

WINNIPEG, Aug.10—J. 0. Daley, 
grain accountant .of the Manttoba 
Cooperative Wheat Producers, Ltd., 
returned Monday from Toronto 
where he assisted in the organiza- 
tlon of the Ontario Grain Pool. Mr. 
Daley’s work was the formation of 
a grain accounting system for the 
new body. 

During his stay. in Toronto the 
membership in the. newly formed 
Pool. jumped trom 7500 to approxim- 
ately 9,000, with new contracts com- 
ing in every day. The farmers. of 
Ontario expressed enthusiasm with 
\the formation ot their Pool and 
there was every indication that the 
organization would have a sound 
and steady growth, Mr Daley said. 

Only certain sections of the prov- 
{nee had as yet been organized by 
the Pool, but there was a strong de- 
mand from outside areag for Pool 
representation also. 

The first “Geliveries of Pool grain 
by members were made recently and 
the crop movement should be well 
under way in the next 10 days. 

“Byerything points to a bumper 
Pool this year in the eastern provy- 
inces,” Mr. Daley declared. The 
Pool {s organized an a five-year con- 
tract basia for the handling ot 
wheat, barley, and oats.”
